A very large meeting of the Work- 
ingmen was held last Wednesday 
night at Horticultural Hall, San Fran 
cisco. We have read of these meet- 
ings and noted with fear the increas- 
ing power of Kearneyism. Recently 
this ‘one-man oclilocracy has fallen 
into bad favor, even with his rabble 
following. This meeting of right be- 
fore last was one from which the cause of 
the Workingmen must make a depart- 
ure, or adhere to the spirit which has 
too often manifested itself in their 
assemblages. 


in the hall. A number of speakers 


addressed the Workingmen, but when 


Knight, who is hated by the Kearney 
faction, arose he was greeted with cat- 
ellis, coughs, groans, etc. The police 
muzzled one of the principal disturb- 
em and hustled him out 4f the hall. 
The meeting then ed in the 
most orderly manner until its close. 
All the speeches were moderate and 
sensible. Kearney left the hall and 
addressed some 500 on the outside. 

But at the close of the indoor session 
the police broke up Kearney's meet- 
ing. The better class of the working- 
men now rule, and Dennis Kearney 
has been forever deposed. The sea- 
son of greater industrial activity has 
commenced, the cause of the laboring 
man has lost much of its fire, and, 
therefore, all interets surrounding it 
flags. The grounds for apprehendiug 
fire and bloodshed in San Francisco 
have now little or no foundation, and 
quiet once more prevails in the me- 
tropolis. Opposition to the party in 
question was its life. A notorious and 
naturally turbulent spirit sought tur- 

balent expression. It was opposed, 

apd the flames of passion ran high for 
a time, but the slumbering embers of 
‘rank disorder were never given oppor- 
tunity to exhibit their heated violence. 
The pessimists and croakers of the old 
parties, those who saw municipal and 
local corruption, like a hideous mon- 
ster with distended nostrils and fiery 
eyes, with colossal head and tainting 
breath, stalking through the land with 
the sole purpose of despoiling its pos- 
sessions and besmearing its citadels of 
power, and those who, made, passed 
upon and enforced our laws with the 
foul excretions of public thieving, of 
dishonor, of violation of all respects for 
self or patriotisin for State. These men 
saw achance to unspleen themselves 
and pour upon the head and into the 
ear of the workingmen much vile 
abuse of their superiors. Some brok- 
en-lown politicians saw opportunities 
for them to scale the pole of position, 
and from some height which neither 
God por man designed for them to oc- 
cupy, might hang down their putrid 
heads and ‘hiss at the noble men be- 
low.” 

The old parties have within their 
ranks the elements of their own puri- 
fication. The masses are arousing to 
the fact that politics must no longer be 
regarded as dishonorable, and office 
be shunned, and only thought fit for 
occupation by political stool pigeons. 
Dur country needs the service of her 
most honest and competent men, and 
when these step to the front the cry 
of corruption will be hushed. To the 
workiagmen much credit is due, but, 
as we gather from the present status 
of affairs, the old parties will continue 
to reap the spoils.

COMMUNISM IN AMERICA. 


The New York Tribune of the (th 
has an editorial on the recent com- 
munistic out-croppings, closing thus: 

We do not believe it can ever be a 
ruling power in the United States, but 
it can easily become the tyrant in cer- 
tain localities, the mining districts of 
Pennsylvania, the turbulent city of 
San Francisco, and some other regions, 
and whenever the flame of insurrec- 
tion breaks out, we, in New York, can 
hardly escape an attack. It is well to 
look at the situation carefully, and cen- 
sider how we shall meet it, above all 
how we shall awaken in our chi'dren 
the conservative religious sentiment 
which animated our fathers. 

New York bas rather given the other 

parts of the United States their riot- 
ous cue. We know nothing of the 
mining tectious of Pennsylvania, but 
we apprehend no serious trouble in 
San Francisco. The evils occasioning 
labor and other outbreaks have their 
origin in many sources. All wrong 
does not lie with the lower classes aad‘ 
the ignorant. The undue protection 
of capital and the fearfally corrupt 
status of politics in this country bas 
exerted a baneful influence which is 
felt tnroughout the nation. A little 
purging of the cess pools is necessary, 
and as in the past, so in the present 
many must unjustly suffer for the 
common good, and many knaves in 
broadcloth and filling office go unpun- 
ished. But in this rugged crucible of 
public and sudden trial, the colored 
dross of slow reductive accumulation 
becomes aggregated into its normal 
blackening mass and is dumped into 
the residual pots for final rejection. 
About the religious sentiment which 
animated our fathers, we cannot rever- 
entially speak. All the honesty 
which they possessed they received 
fullcreditfor. The precepts of innate 
honesty are as strong to-day as ever 
they were, and if the rising genera- 
tion are taught intelligently the fun- 
damental principles of honesty and 
truth, of virtue and manliness, and 
the plain violation of these principles 
are promptly and fittingly puvished, 
the government need have no fears 
but that in every section of our com- 
mon country the power of the right 
will at all times prevail. 
There is à communistic spirit in 
many parts of the United States, 
which, if improperly managed, will at 
times give the authorities much 
trouble; but, if the aggressions of 
such elements iu society are promptly 
suppressed, and every legitimate right 
and liberty accorded, communism in 
America is an evil which may never 
seriously mar the progress and har- 
mony of government regime and insti- 
tutions.
